Diphtheria 

There  was  a  serious  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  32  cases  being- 
notified  with  2  deaths.  Cne  of  the  fatal  cases  had  not 
been  notified,  or  attended  by  a  doctor  before  death,  and  was 
responsible  for  5  further  cases.  The  first  cases  v/ere 
probably  contracted  in  Louth,  where  the  epidemic  was  previously 
started  by  evacuees.  The  pernicious  system  of  children  from 

the  rural  district  being'herded  in  schools  in  the  town 
was  the  chief  cause  of  the  spread  of  infection  in  the 
villages.  Routine  swabbing  v/as  instituted,  and  4  carriers 
v/ere  found,  tv/o  of  v/hom  were  evacuees  from  Leeds.  These 
carriers  were  sent  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  two 
evacuees  later  left  the  district. 

The  other  tv/o  carriers  v/ere  still  under  observation  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

5..  FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Mr.  Adams  reports  that  the  arrangements  for  the  supply  of 
milk  and  meat  in  the  district  are  quite  satisfactory. 

6..  LATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  on  the  v/hole  is  very  satisfactory.  A 
public  water  supply  for  the  Parish  of  Binbrook  v/as  opened 
during  the  year,  and  analyses  show  that  the  quality  of  the 
v/ater  is  very  good. 

7 ..  POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS . 

The  Beck  at  Crimoldby  was  in  a  much  better  state  during  the 
year,  a  system  of  filtration  of  the  effluent  from  the  butter 
factory  having  been  installed. 

'8..  HOUSING. 

During  the  year  36  new  houses  v/ere  built  by  private  enter¬ 
prise,  and  in  addition  13  v/ere  reconditioned  under  the 
Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act.  Under  the  Council's  Housing 
Scheme  more  sites  v/ere  secured,  and  plans  for  several 
different  types  of  houses  had  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  when  the  advent  of  war  stopped  building.
